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The Fat Cattle at the State Fair. 


There was no class in the live stock depart- 
ments that excited more admiration, and in rela- 
tion te which there was more excitement, than 
the class of fat cattle. But two herds were 
exhibited, one of them belonged to Messrs. 
D. W. Heath & Brother, well known drovers 
and dealers in cattle, known all over the 
northwest as business men of the highest char- 
acter and standing, and also well known in 
the great cattle markets of Albany and New 
York; the other was shown by Wm Smith, 
the owner of the Marine Market in Detroit, 
whose name is connected with the purchase 
and sale of the finest fat cattle, sheep and 
swine that have ever been exhibited on any 
stalls in thiscity. The herds shown consisted 
of sixteen head each, and amongst them were 
animals remarkable for quality and some of 
them were almost perfect models of what an 
animal when perfectly ripe should be. In 
such a lot @f fat cattle of course there were 
@ pumber of animals in both herds that had 
particular excellencies in which they were su- 
perior to any one other animal in the oppo- 
site herd; and io this the two herds had deci- 
dedly the opposite characters. At the head 
of the Smith herd were four animals, two at 
least of which excelled in form, ripeness und 
quality avy animal ever before shown in Mich 
igan as a fat beeve, whilst the other two were 
very superior, one of them being the Byron 
stee:, bred by the Messrs. Sly, to which was 
awarded the second premium at the fair of 
1859. The other animals which made up this 
herd were fat in varioue degrees. The Heath 
herd was made up of oxen, steers, cows and 
heifers, no one of which equalled the picked 
animals of the Smith herd, but it was claim- 
that as an even herd, in which, taking the 
whole sixteen, there was an actual greater 
weight of beef on the right points, and that 
the whole stock showed more animals that 
approximated to the first quality, in regard to 
form, ripeness, and general excellence of qual- 
ity than the herd in competition with them. 
In making up their decision the committee 
disagreed, and a minority of the committee 
men signed the report.

Report of Special Committee of Execu- 
tive Committee of State Agricultural 
Society on Agricultural College. 


To the Executive Committee of the State Ag- 
ricultural Society : 

’ Your. Committee appointed to examine 
into the condition of the Agricultura! College 
have availed themselves of the means of infor- 
mation placed within their reach, and beg 
leave to report that, though the institution 
has met with many obstacles, and in some re- 
spects has been quite unfortunate, we see no 
reason to doubt its final success. In the new 
and unimproved condition of the farm it has 
been found impossible to prosecute any ex- 
periments, and hence this most important fea- 
ture of the College has not, as yet, been de- 
veloped. As the land becomes subdued, we 
may hope to realize valuable results from ex- 
periments performed with the care and scien- 
tific skill which will there be displayed. It 
is unreasonable to expect that any new light 
will be thrown on the art of agriculture from 
the practice on the farm until the obstruc- 
tions are removed from the land itself. We 
are disposed to think that sufficient allowance 
has pot been made by the people of the State 
for the difficulties that would almostinevitably 
arise from the newness of the enterprise, the 
difference of opinion in regard to its proper 
development, and the uinmproved condition 
of the farm selected. These difficulties, how- 
ever, are now being gradually overcome; and 
we believe the institution is destined to gain 
rapidly on the confidence and affections of 
the people for whom it was established.— 
And we are fully convinced that the State 
Agricultural Society acted wisely in asking 
the Legislature for a distinct and separate in- 
stitution. Weare confident that it is the 
only form in which an Agricultural College 
can be made to succeed. 

The farm, it will be remembered, consists 
of about 676 acres lying on both sides of the 
Cedar river. Some 220 acres are now un- 
der as good improvement as could be expect- 
ed, considering the fact that four years ago 
the whole of it was covered with timber. It 
embraces a very good variety of soil for prac-

ascertain from Me. Johnstone, the Secretary, | for drainage, reclamation, and use of the col-

lege, about 700 aeres of swamp lands, lying 
in the towns immediately contiguous to the 
institution. A portion of these lands can be 
easily, and-eheaplyimproved, and it is believ- 
ed will go very far towards providing a per- 
manent endowment, and thus to a great ex- 
tent relieve the State of the support of the 
College. 

The dependence of agriculture on the prin- 
ciples of science, renders such an institution 
very desirable, Its want has long been felt 
by our more enlightened farmers. In accord- 
ance with the Act of orgaaization, a fall Eng- 
lish and scientific course has been pursned by 
the students, fer the purpose, 1st, of explain- 
ing the philosophy of agriculture; of impart- 
ing a knowledge of the laws of nature that 
underlie the cultivation of the soil; and, 2d, 
of affording that mental culture and disci- 
pline which will exable the student to fully 
comprehend these laws, and reason intelligent- 
ly and safely in regard to the several process- 
es of this most complex and important art, 
and to represent its interests on all fitting occa- 
sions. As every farmer must be a citizen, as 
his rights of property and person are both 
affected by the constitution of society; and 
as his habits of thought are in great part 
formed durirg his collegiate course, he is cer- 


‘tainly as much interested as any one can be 


in securing a thorough and substantial educa. 
tion. We have reason to kelieve that these 
purposes of the college are being realized, 
that a vigorous type of mind is being devel- 
oped, and turned into channels of productive 
labor. Young men who are attracted to the 
institution by the facilities it offers for im- 
provement, become deeply interested in the 
scientific and practical relations of agriculture, 
and labor with a zeal and fidelity which are 
seldom equalled; and will go forth with broad 
intellectual culture and mature judgments, to 
enlist their energies in the promotion of our 
farming interests. Our sons should not be 
satisfied with anything less‘than a fall course 
in science and literature, and should aspire to 
make their profession the noblest on the face 
of the earth. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction 
in his annual report for 1859, says: 

“ A proposition to establish a State Board 
of Agriculture, to take charge of the college: 
and to promote in other ways the agricultur- 
al interests cf the State, was laid before the 
Legislature at the lastsossion. The creation 
of such a Board, and the transference of this 
institution to its charge, would seem a just 
compliment to that great class of citizens for 
whose benefit the college was mainly intended, 
and would tend to enlist still more strongly 
their sympathy and support.” 

Again he says: ‘The Board of Education 
unanimously concur in recommending that its 
control be transferred to a State Board of 
Agriculture.” 

Your Committee think that such a change 
of its control would be productive of great 
good to the institution. The Board of Edu- 
cation was created to superintend the inter. 
ests of the Normal School, and its members 
are chosen, it is presumed, from their educa- 
tional fitness for the position, rather than from 
their knowledge of the science and practice 
of agriculture. And considering the cireum- 
stances in which the college is placed, being 
in its infancy, with its farm improvements yet 
to make, to a great extent, and as an institu- 
tion with its plans and working system yet to 
be matured, it certuinly needs the superin- 
tendence of some Board of practical men, 
that can give to it their undivided attention. 
It could not be expected that the State 
Board of Education with duties imposed up- 
on them by law in the management of the 
Normal School; with the supervision of the 
School Library system of the State, and 
other educational interests in their hands 
could find sufficient time to watch the pro- 
gress of the college, and legislate for it. 

Your Committee therefore unanimously re 
port in favor of the Executive Committee of 
the State Agricultural Society memorializing 
the Legislature at its next session, to provide 
by law for a State Board of Agriculture to 
consist of three persons, the president of the 
society to be one, to take control of the insti- 
tution. We believe that such a change is 
very desirable, and that the Legislature will, 
with great unanimity comply with so reason- 
able a request. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Fruits at the State Fair. 


The fruits shown at the last year’s fair ep- 
peared at a great disadvantage, owing to the 
lack of rooom and conveniences for their pro- 
per display. To remedy this difficulty, and, 
also, to avoid the crowd occasioned by clus- 
tering so many objects of interest within a 
single hall, the society’s large tent has been 
appropriated. to the display of fruits at the 
present fair. This gives an arena of eighty 
feet diameter, around the circumference of 
which the dishes of fruits were arranged, 
three abreast. Stands were also arranged 
through the centre, which were also crowded 
with fruits, three and four dishes abreast, mak- 
ing the entire length of the fruit tables fully 
three hundred feet; which, with some slight 
exceptions, was densely packed with fruits; 
which, for general excellence, have seldem, if 
ever, been exceeded at our State exhibitions. 











It is not uncommon to see exhibitions more 
striking to the casual observer, from the dis- 
play of great numbers of the coarser, and 
larger, but less valuable varieties; but the 
writer is unable to recal any previous instance, 
among our annual displays of fruits, which 
has been cbaractezized by so high a degree 
of excellence, both of the varieties, and of 
the fruits themselves. These remarks are in- 
tended to apply especially to the collections 
of amateurs. 

The remarks that the writer has felt called 
upon to make, upon the professional collec- 
tions of former years, will apply, with too 
much force, to those exhibited at the present 
fair. ‘The sweepstakes premium, of ten dol- 
lars, for the best total collection, was awarded 
to that of James Dougall, of Windsor. This 
award was due to the great extent of the col- 
lection, and its general correctness to name, 
rather than to the character of the specimens; 
although many among them were wel! grown. 
This collection embraces several varieties of 
new, foreign grapes, some of which promise 
to bevaluable. It also, includes alarge num- 
ber of the newer pears, both native and for- 
eign, which the pear “mania” of the last few 
years has brought before the public. It also 


” lineludes a large number of European apples, 


some of them of recent origin; which, how- 
ever, as a whole, would compare but poorly 
with an equal number of natives. 

The collection of Wm. Adair, of Detroit, 
embraced but a limited number of varicties, 
which, ia genera!, were well grown. Among 
them, no article, perhaps, attracted more at- 
tention than did a single branch of the au- 
tumnal bearing Raspberry, Belle de Foatin- 


>| ay; loaded with large, beautiful and excellent 


berries. 
favorite. 

Hubbard and Davis also displayed a some- 
what extensive collection, embracing apples, 
pears and grapes. The last were well grown, 
embracing several foreign varieties, and, 
among the natives, the Isabella, Catawba, 
Clinton, Concord, and Rebecca. 

Mr. Kelley, of Kelley’s Island, Ohio, exhi- 
bited the best and most profuse display of 
native grapes, showing conclusively. that the 
capacity of that favored locality for the pro- 
duction of this fruit has not been over-esti- 
mated. He exhibited a seedling of some 
promise, but very much like Catawba, in both 
season and quality. 

Several persons exhibited in this class, in 
_consequeace of misapprehension, or of errors 


This variety is rapidly becoming a 





of the entry clerks. And, for the purpose 
of exhonorating committees from undeserved 
blame, the writer will take occasion to remark, 
that it has never before been his lot to ob 
serve so many errors and omissions in the 
lists furnished for the use of committees. 


Notwithstanding the instructions to the en- 
try clerk, not to suffer the names of fruits 
to appear on the entry cards, the labors of 
the pomological committee were more or less 
embarrassed on this account. This commit- 
tee, in their examination of seedlings, acted 
upon the principle that it ie not desirable to 
increase the list of fruits in cultivation, and 
they, therefore, withhold their awards, exsept 
in the single case of the Duffield Pippin, a 
longkeeping variety, exhibited by Rev. Geo. 
Duffield, of Detroit, and which, to the writer, 
at least, appears to possess many of the valu. 
able qualities of the Newtown Pippin, while 
apparently, exempt from its defects. 

B. Hathaway, of Little Prairie Ronde, ex- 
hibited some beautiful specimens of the Paw 
Paw; or, as it is sometimes erroneously called, 
Western Baldwin; which might, perhaps, 
have been appropriately submitted to the ac- 
tion of this committee ; but it arrived upon 
the ground after they had made and delivered 
up their report. Mr. Hathaway a’so exhibit- 
ed beautiful specimens of Northern Spy, 
Rhode Island Greening, Fallowater and sev- 
eral other varieties, which would, doubtless, 
have secured him premiums, had they been 
entered in season. 


Owing, doubtless, to the lateness of the 
season, very few peaches were exhibited,— 
not enough, in the estimation of the commit 
tee, to entitle them to the award of a pre- 
inium. A dish of late peaches by Mr. J. 
Roberts, of Detroit, were, apparently, the 
best on exhibition. 

Of plums the show was better; but still, 
quite limited. The best were shown by Mr. 
McCreary, of Detroit, and Mr. Dougall, of 
Windsor. ‘Two varieties of prunes were 
shown by Mr. Bour, of Detroit. 

A branch of Merville de Septembre cherries 


was exhibited by the writer.

Bougainvilleas, 


I was much pleased to see by late numbers 
of your Paper that the beautiful Bougain- 
villzea spectabilis has been so successfully flow 
ered in England. Here (Mauritius) it grows 
and flowers in great luxuriance and beauty: 
I received a plant of it about tem years ago- 
It was planted in the open ground and has 
never been trained, but allowed to grow in ite 
natural shape; it has now become very much 
of the form of a dwarf round hay stack, about 
15 feet in diameter, and about the same num- 
rber of feet in height. It throws up from near 
the root every year during the hot season, a 
number of strong shoots; they grow to about 
25 or 30 feet in length; owing to their own 
weight, and having no support they take a 
curved form, bending down over the shoots of 
previous years, until their points reach the 
ground. At the commencement of our cold 
season, they nearly stop growing for a time, 
until the weather begins to get hotter, when 
they grow cut lateral shoots on each side 
nearly their whole length, and these lateral 
growths are soon covered with charming 
mauve colored bracts, which continue in 
beauty about three months. Nothirg can 
well surpass the appearance of such a mound 
of agreeable colors. 1 have been often asked 
by parties visiting these Gardens to send 
plante of it to their friends in England, and 
could with difficulty persuade them that plants 
could be had there at very moderate prices. 
{ have distributed between 300 and 400 plants 
amongst the inhabitants here, so that the 
plant is by no means rare in thisisland. But 
however beautiful Bougainvillea may be in 
a climate like this, where it can have plenty 
of room, I do rot consider it to be the best 
species for growing in hot houses in England. 
My principal object in addressing you is to 
draw attention to another species, equally 
beantiful, and which I think will not be found 
difficult to ower even in England. Between 
two and three years ago I received from 
South America two plants of Bougainvillea; 
one was named Bougainvilleea splendens, aud 
the other B. Brasiliensis. The latter isa 
strong growing plant, in babit very like B. 
epectabilis; the bracts are a dark red, and the 
flower very pale, nearly white. The former 
(B. splendens) which is the species I would 
beg to draw attention to, is a slender growe 
ing plant with small glabrous leaves; its 
bracts are nearly of the same color as those of 
B. spectabilis, but larger, and each leafiet of 
the bract is of a more round form, and what 
adds so much to its other merits is that it ap- 
pears to flower throughout the whole year.— 





As an instence cf its free flowering habit, I 


may mention that I have a plant growing in - 
a 48 pot that flowered lately without any par- 
ticular care having been bestowed upon it.— 
The mother p’ant was planted against a trellis 
in front of my house soon after I received it, 
but being ina very. sickly state, it made but 
little progress during the first year; as it be- 
gan to grow it was trained to the trellis, and 
now covers a space of about 8 feet by 10 feet. 
About 12 months back it began to flower, 
and has continued flowering ever since. It 
has been the admiration of every person who 
has seen it, and has consequently become the 
favorite species, even here; and I think there 
can be no question that it would be the best 
for growing in hothouses in England. Cer- 
tainly a more beautifal plant it would be dif 
ficult to discover. I find the Bougainvillseas 
grow wellin any kind of soil, provided it is 
of an open porous nature, and rather dry than 
otherwise. The temperature here is very 
rarely lower than 68 deg. Fahr. in the cold 
season, and seldom higher than 90 deg. Fabr. 
in the hot season. During the hot season, 
there is but little variation of temperature 
between the day and night. I have two 
Madagascar Orchids beautifully in flower 
at the present moment, viz, Angrecum 
superbum and Angrecum  sesquipedale; 
of the latter I have two varieties. I 
have also two fine plants about 10 feet high 
each of Mr. Fortune’s Azalea papyrifera in 
flower; the immense numbers of globular 
white flowers that cover the top of the plant 
make it very ornamental.—JamEs DuNcAN, 
in Gardener's Chronicle. 





Elder Bushes vs. Curculio. 


Epitor Farmmer—As Mr. Adair has given 
“a remedy for the Red Spider,” I trust one for 
the “ next greatest pest” of the garden will be 
received with some favor. As it is neither 
“patented nor expenisve,’I hope it will be 
tried sufficiently to test it. A few weeks since 
I visited a garden in this vicinity, and saw 
several Plum trees heavily laden with fruit.— 
I was requested to examine and see if I 
could discover eny traces or marks of the Cur 
culio. I did so upon fruit on the trees and 
ripe fruit that had fallen off and lay upon the 
ground. I could discover no marks and no 
larvee in the fruit. I gathered up fruit from 
the ground and carried it home; it was all 
perfect. I thought there must have been 
great pains taken to kill the insect; but there 
had been none at all. Having raised plums 
more or less for twenty years in Michigan, but 
never without the effects of the Curculio 
more or less, and sometimes to the entire de- 
struction of the crop, you may judge of my 
surprise when informed that all that had been 
dove was to procure common elder bushes 
and tie them to the branches of the trees.— 
This had been done every few days from the 
time the fruit was fairly set, until full grown. 
This man bas lived upon the place five years. 
The trees were upon the place—bearing trees 
—when he took possession ; the first two years 
he tried to save his fruit by shaking the trees 
and gathering up the Curculios upon clothe 
spread under them. He had very poor suc- 
cess; the fruit was nearly all stung and drope 
ped off prematurely. He wasin despair about 
his fruit the second year, wken he was told by 
(as he said) * and old Frenchman” that if he 
would put elder bushes into his trees he 
would raise fruit.

Resources of Sicily. 


The present population of Sicily scarcely 
reaches two millions. This number might 
be rapidly increased, under good government, 


to five times the amount; and the land would 
sustain even more. No one can doubt this 
who remembers that, according to the most 
authentic chroniclers, Syracuse alone contain- 
ed 1,800,000 inhabitants when besieged by 
the Romans under Marcellus, B, C. 215— 
The siege lastcd three years, being protracted 
to that uuusual length principally, through 
the mechanical contrivance of Archimedes — 
At that time the circumference of the city 
exceeded twenty-two English mi'es; but it ig 
now confined to the smail island of Ortygia, 
which the inhabitants have dwindled down to 
eighteen thousand within the walls. Agrigen- 
tum, also at the period of its greatest pros- 
perity, numbered eight hundred thousand 
souls. Its descendant, the modern Girgenti, 
cap witb difficulty enumerate seventeen thou- 
sand. In ancient days, Cicero and other 
writers called Sicily the granary of Rome; 
and so she proved herself in more than one 
season of dearth. Corn is not now the sta- 
ple commodity of the island, but it might be 
cultivated to any extent with little labor and 
less outlay. Notwithstanding the ravages of 
Etna, it cannot be doubted that to this same 
volcano, and to the mineral and sulphureous 
waters existing in many localities, the natural 
fertility of the land is to bs attributed. Since 
the days of Diodorus, the facility with which 
the corn grows, in the absence of almost any 
sort of culture, has ever been proverbial.

That members were eminently satisfied 
What the affairs of the Society are in safe 
Yeads, was evinced very emphatically by the 
manner in which its officers were elected.— 
‘The President, H. G. Wells, Esq., of Kalama- 
0, has served a year with eminent satisfac- 
tion, and during the exhibition he gave the 
most watchful attention to its general buri- 
sess,and much of the promptness and success 
which pervaded all the departments was ow- 
img to his foresight. He was deservedly re- 
alected by genera! consent, without a dissent 
img voice. 

The ‘Treasurer, B. Follett, Esq., of Ypsi 
Saati, was also re-elected in the same comrii- 
mentary manner.

In a year like the present, when the crops 


have been bountiful, and the season was in | 


every way propitious, we are somewhat dis- 
appointed to see a falling off in the number 
of entries. Last year it is true, the entries 
were larger than they ever had been before; 
but we were not prepared to note a diminu. 
tion equal to 25 yer cent. in every depart- 
ment. In the consideration of such a result, 
the question arises, whether or not the sec- 
tion of the State in which the annual exhi- 
hibition has been held for so many years has 
not for the present exhausted its interest, and 
also whether the best interests of the Society, 
such a8 8 more genaral appreciation of the 
benefits it confers on the agriculture ard do- 
mestic industry of the State, would not be 
promoted by occasionally holding its great 
annual exhibitions at some point mor? ceu- 
tr:l or western, Would not sucha change 
of location create a wew interest in the suc- 
cess of the objects of the Society? would it 
not create a spirit of ciuulation where none is 
now felt? Would it not bring together in- 
terests that have not yet been cailed out?— 
Would it not tend to infase tresh and young 
blood into the whole association? These are 
only suggestions thrown out for consideration 
at this time, when the subject is fresh before 
all the members, and which the members of 
the executive committee, who represent the 
various sections, will probably advise upon 
beforo their next annual meeting. 

Financially considered the fair has been 
very successful, although the receipts were 
not as large as those of last year. But the 
falling off in the number of entries explains 
the reesons of that difference sufficiently, and 
accounts for the discrepancy. The number 


.| of visitors and the monies reccived from them 


were about the same as last year, and they 
are a further confirmation of the wisdom of 
that policy, which changed the system from 
the family ticket arrangement to that of the 
single ticket, and which adopted the plan of 
rendering the exhibition as attractive as pos- 
sible in every department. 
THE SHOW OF CATTLE. 

The exhtbition of cattle throughout the 
whole of the classcs, except in No. 11, was 
very limited, the number of Shorthorns com- 
petiug was but 35, and certaiuly was no fair 
show of this class and the position it occu- 
pies throughout the State. Very many well 
known herds had no representative whatever, 
Among the animals present, few were more 
worthy of notice than the old bull Guelph, 
now the property of Samuel Lyndon of Can- 
ton. He is now sixteen years old, yet his con 
dition was such that he was active and almost 
as full of vigor as he was ten years ago— 
Several of his stock were present, and gave 
evidence of the early maturing quality and 
constitution for which all his stock have been 
noted. The excellence of condition in which 
so old a bull was exhibited was as fine a test 
of the skill and judgment of his owner in 
feeding as we have seen. For whilst every 
feeder can put young stock in some sort of 
condition, it takes an experienced hand to 
keep so old an avimal in the prime condition 
he was in.

yearling. The same gentleman also took 
the first prize in two year old heifers with 
Songstress, by Orpheus, The leading prize 
takers at this Fair, however, in shorthorns, 
were the Messrs Sly, whose herd was got up 
in grand show condition; their cows Roan 
Beauty, and White Jacket, and the heifers 
Guelph Duchess and Queen First, each took 
the first premiums in their several classes 
whilst their herd was awarded the great silver 
cup. 

Taken as a whois the Shorthorns, though 
few in number, ere superior in general char 
acter to any show of a larger number of ani- 
mals of the same breed that has been ever 
seen in this State at any previous exhibition. 
The Devon herds of the State were bat thinly 
represented, Mr, Allen’s Coldwater herd 
seems, from the premium list, to have had 
altogether a clear field, with the exception 
of that grand old bull Prince Albert, which is 
still a remarkably fine specimen of the Devon 
steck, and well worthy of the first premium 
awarded to him. There were altogether 22 
head of Devons, and of theso fifteen belonge 
ed to the Messrs. Allen, of Coldwater, and 
fourteen of the fifteen took premiums, besides 
winning the prize offered for the best herd.— 
The want of interest thus shown by breeders, 
of which there are a number in this State does 
not give evidence of the right kind of spirit. 

The Herefords were represented by only 
two animals, shown by C. M. Beown of Lima, 
This breeder, however, showed some very 
fine half-blood steers of the Hereford stock, 
in whieh he took premiums in their class — 
We hope to hear from these steers again, as 
we should like very much to know how they 
turn cut waen fed for the butcher. 

The Ayrshires came up somewhat stronger 
than usual, F, HE. Eldred taking the first pre- 
mium on aged buils in thisclass. He has in 
his “Duke of Ayr,” a very good and useful 
animal. Mr. Chas. Crawford, of Commerce, 
also exhibited some very. good stock in this 
class, which is now being tried with the de- 
sign of aiding in the improvement of the milk 
stock of the State. 

In the grade and native cattle the exhibi 
tion was very meagre, and the competition 
consequently very light, while the show of 
mileh cows amounted to nothing like what 
we should have at a State Fair in Michigan, 
and especially when we coasider that the pre- 
miums have been made as high asin any class 
of cattle for the purpose of calling out im- 
proved stock in this class, Besides the regu- 
lar premiums, a special! premium was offered 
in this class for which there were no entries. 
We call attention particularly to this some- 
what remarkable state of things that even 
from Wayne ccunty there were only two 
milech cows that were thought worthy of being 
entered for premiums respectivly of twenty 
and ten dollars, 

Did ths new rule fixing an entry fee of fifty 
cents on each head of cattle and horses en- 
tered for premiums have the effect of fright 
ening off our farmers, or is there really so lit- 
tle emulation existing in the State that half 
a dollar is competent of putting an extin- 
guisher upon it? 

THE HORSES. 

The number of horses entered the present 
year was not so great as at the previous fair, 
but the quality of the young stock has never 
been excelled. The exhibition itself, the ar- 
rangements for the trials of horses, and the 
whole show were the best planned and best 
carried out, that has yet been seen in this 


‘| State, and tended very much to render the 


proceedings of unusual icterest in this depart- 
ment. The members of the Executive Com- 
mittee who had charge of this department 
were Messrs. Crippen and Dickey. The first 
named gentleman had been assigned this de- 
partment last year, and his experience had 
suggested many improvements, which were 
putin practice by the Society the present sea- 
son. 

There were a very large proportion of the 
all work class of horses, the entries being 68. 
Of these eighteen were stallions four years old 
orover. It will be seen that there was con- 
siderable competition. Mr, Treadwell’s horse, 
Seneca Chief, was awarded the first premium. 
He isa dark chestnut of Black Hawk stock, 
of considerable style and speed, and a good 
deal of substance. Byron Green’s Henry 


Clay took the second premium in this class. 





There were some very fine horses in this class, 
and amongst them we noted Willcox’s Roe- 
buck; also Mr. Fail’s St, Lawrence, which 
had got a splinter in his foot, while on the 
cars, and was therefore unfit to show, being 
lame. There were also some useful horses, 
which had a good sprinkling of heavy Eng- 
lish cart blood. If in any point the judges 
erred in their decision, in their awards to the 
stallions of all work, it was on the require- 
ment of size, inclining rather to the lower 
than the higher limits. 

There were twenty-four entries in the class 
of Morgans and Black Hawks. In this 
Othello stood at the head, This stallion is 
showing well. At the races on Monday pre- 
vious to the fair, he took the purse of $150, 
winning three ont of six heats that were 
trotted. Mr. Crippen’s Loafer was awarded 
the red ribbon. Three three year old stal- 
lions were shown; of these A. Y. Dewey’s 
colt took the lead followed by T. G, Miles’ 
Tycoon, J. W. Sanborn exhibited three two 
year olds, bred as we believe from the Crown 
Point Black Hawk; there were three others 
entered, of which the Heisrodt colt, of Cold- 
water, took the first premium, and Mr. Van- 
valkenburgh’s colt, from Hillsdale, got the 
second. These colts are by Green Mountain 
Black Hawk. ©. A. Green exhibited a fine 
yearling colt by Magna Charta that promises 
well. 

The class of thoroughbreds was much 
more full than we have ever seen it at these 
exhibitions, Col. Grayson was brought up 
by Mr. Fitch from Cleveland, He is looking 
magnificently, and there are few horses that 
will compare with him as a stock horse. In 
substance and style he is not to be beaten by 
any horse of his size, which is good. There 
were altogether four aged stallions entered, 
namely, Grayson, from Cleveland; Young 
Mercer, from Marshall; Phantom, owned by 
D. Carr of Belleville; Saladin, from Niles, 
owned by J. Arthur. The two last did not 
produce satisfactory pedigrees. Saladin is a 
beautiful bay, and shows grand action. This 
horse, though by vo means in running condi- 
tion, and with the track far from fit, ran his 
inile in 1:59, the contest being first between 
him and Phantom, whom he beat with ease in 
2:08, and his second heat with Young Mercer, 
whom he led across the score by two or three 
lengths. His owner brought him from Prince 
Edward’s Island, to which he was imported 
from England. His certificate says, this horse 
was from a mare named Lady Ewiline, bred 
by Hon. J. D. Powlett, of Bolton Hall, near 
Bedan, Yorkshire, England, in 1837. In 
1841, at the York epring meeting, she beat 
five horses, among whom was Medora; in the 
same year Lady Emiline, at Liverpool, ran 
second for the Tradesmen’s Plate to “ Hall- 
ton;” at Doncaster ran second to Miria— 
But the trouble with the certificate is that it 
says nothing about the breeding of Lady 
Emiline, nor is there anything to certify to 
the tact that Saladin is hercolt. The sire of 
Saladin is claimed as Bay Middleton, by Sul- 
tan (sire of Glencoe), out of Cobweb. Bay 
Middieton was one of the most celebrated 
sires in the English stud book, and to every 
horseman his name is enough: he was the 
sire of Flying Dutchman. If Mr. Arthur can 
only establish the pedigree and certainty of 
the breeding of his horse Saladin as claimed, 
it must be admitted that he has got one of 
the finest and highest bred thoroughbreds 
ever brought into Michigan. It is worth his 
while to have it made right, if it be possible. 
There is no mistake about his horse being a 
racer, and his performance gave the highest 
delight to the many who witnessed it. The 
Warfield colt, from Coldwater, took the first 
premium as a two-year-old, and Mr. Willcox’s 
yearling out of Madeline by Buford, was 
awarded the first premium in his class. This 
tatter is a promising colt. The only thor. 
oughbred mare exhibited was Hebe, that took 
the first prize at Kalamazoo. 

The class of part thoroughbreds is begin- 
ning to be of more importance. The entries 
and competition in this class were much bet- 
ter than in previous years. ©. W. Green’s 
Diomede, a stallion bred from his Sir Archy 
of a blood bay in color, took the first pre- 
mium, He is a very handsome, stylish horse. 
Mr, Eldred’s Poscorra, a very fine, powerful 
four-year-old, with remarkably good action, 
took the second premium. In this class the 
produce of Stone Plover made a good im- 
pression. The yearling filly shown by C. 
Treadwell of Hudson, for size and beauty, 
was really as fine a creature in all her points 
as can be got up. Mr, Willcox’s stallion colt, 
that took the first premium, was also univer- 
sally spoken of as one of the finest colts of 
his age that could be seen. Mr. Power had 
two colts, a yearling and suckling colt, which 
each elicited admiration, on account of size 
and quality. We were much pleased to hear 








mavy remarks from excellent judges, who 
had heretofore doubted the capacity and 
breeding of the old horse, their sire, express 
themselves in terms of unqualified praise, 
relative to his produce, which now begins to 
show for him. We hope to see more of thig 
stock at our fairs, 

The stables of colts shown were six in num 
ber. This part of the exhibition is increasing 
in interest each year. The premium this 
year was given tothe stable of colts bred from 
McGregory’s Long Island Black, a horse of 
the Bashaw strain of blood, and the commit- 
tea also recommended a discretionary premi- 
um to the Abdallabs, shown by Mr. Wilcox, a 
recommendation which the Executive Com- 
mittee confirmed. Colts were shown in this 
class also by Wells Burt, of Mt. Vernon, from 
his Black Hawk stock; by Mr, Eldred, from 
Kemble Jackson, by A. G. Dewey, of Troy, 
from the sire of Magna Charta, and by A. ©. 
Fisk, from Othello, and all of them bore ex- 
cellent testimony to the attention which has 
been given to the improvement of horses du: 
ring the last five or six years. 





Political Summary. 





MR. DOUGLAS TO VISIT DETROIT. 

Great preparations are making for the reception 
of Mr. Douglas, who will address the people of 
Michigan in Detroit on Monday next, and at Kala- 
mazoo on Tuesday. Extra trains are to be run on 
all the railroads to accommodate the great crowds 
of visitors which are expected to be present from 
all sections of the State. The committee have 
reported in favor of having the meeting held in 
the Campus Martius, anda great stand is to be 
erected in front of the Railroad Hoted, from 
whence the vast audience will be addressed. A 
grand torch light procession is to form part of the 
programme on Monday. We hope for pleasant 
weather. 

THE OCTOBER ELECTIONS. 

The State Fair has hardly left us time to give 
any attention to political matters, or what progress 
had been made for the past fortnight We have 
awakened out of this state of blissfull ignorance 
however by the news from elections which have 
been held in the great and important States of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Indiana, As yet the re: 
ports are very confused, and it is impossible to 
give the results with any degree of accuracy.— 
Pennsylvania has long been looked upon as the 
State where would be decided the great contest 
of 1860. The most strenuous efforts were made 
there to secure a favorable result for the demo- 
crats, and the election of Mr. Foster as governor, 
and it must be said that the prospects were good. 
There was a perfect understanding among all the 
elements of opposition to the Republicans. In 
1856, it was the result at the October election in 
that State that dampened the hopes of the Repub- 
licans then, and the members of that party looked 
to that State with great anxiety, and with nota 
little distrust, especially when they cast their eyes 
over the figures by which they were beaten in that 
year, and which are as follows:

The Bell and Everett men represent in some de- 
gree in 1860, the Fillmore interest of 1856, and 
they had united with the democrats, in many cases 
working more fiercely than the democrats them. 
selves, With these figures before us, with but one 
candidate in the field, and with no division in this 
respect it is uniting the great and powerful democ- 
racy in the Keystone State, we could see very lit- 
tle prospect for the Republicans at the State elec- 
tion, when the canvass was avowed to be carried 
on to the uttermost by both parties. The result 
may well be looked upon as portending a com- 
plete revolution in November, as the Republicans 
claim. In that State, it is now claimed that Gol. 
Curtin is elected Governor for the next three 
years, by a majority ranging somewhere between 
twenty and thirty thousand, and that twenty mem- 
bers of Congress have been elected from the can- 
didates of the same party, leaving only five for 
the Democrats and Bell and Everett men. Another 
report gives the Republicans but eighteen mem- 
bers of Congress, Both branches of the Legisla- 
ture are claimed to be strongly Republican, and 
this will give that party another United States 
Senator from that State in rlace of Mr. Bigler. 


In Indiana the result of the election is equally 
as overwhelming in its character as in Pennsylva- 
nia. She was ene of those States which, when 
fully canvassed, has always been counted strongly 
democratic. Mr. Douglas himself had been in 
the State within a short time, and from what we 
learned from those who had been there, and had 
seen the monster meetings of both parties, it was 
considered very doubtful that any impression 
could be made upon the Democratic masses, Yet 
the result is now announced that Indiana has elect- 
ed Henry S. Lane for Governor, by between ten to 
twelve thousand majority, has elected five mem- 
bers of Congress out of eleven, has both branches 
of the Legislature Republican, thus securing a 
United States Senator iu place of Mr. Fitch, whose 
time expires next March. 


From Ohio the returns also give a large Republi- 
can majority, for State officers: it is called at pre- 
sent on round numbers twenty thousand. But 
they are reported to have lost three congressional 
districts, and gained but one, namely, the 9th, 15th 
and 17th, The present delegation stands fifteen 
Republicans to six Democrats, in the next Con- 
gress it will be thirteen to nine. Ohio does not 
do as well as her sister States. In Florida, the 
election has resulted in the complete success of 
the Breckinridge ticket, 

NEW YORK POLITICS, 

The two sections of the Democratic party have 
at length come to terms, and a compromise effect- 
ed. The Breckinridge party have withdrawn their 
electoral ticket, some of their members being 
placed after the electoral ticket already formed 
by the union of the Douglag and Bell men, It is 
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very probable that Mr. Brady and the State ticket 


et in the field. The union thus formed, and the 
accession of the Bell and Everett leaders inspire 
the Democratic politicians with much hope that 
New York may be carried by a judicious and great 
effort. Mr. Seward however in his speech at Buf- 
falo, stated very confidently that the Empire State 
would be strongly Republican in its vote. The 
success in Pennsylvania will undoubtedly have a 
very exhilarating effect on the Republicans. 


The Fruit Orchard. 


M. B. Batehan, in the Ohio Cultivator, gives 
the following timely hints in regard to orch- 
ard planting: 

Take care of your trees friends! and they 
will richly repay you. But a majority of the 
trees annually planted fail to groow—some in 
consequence of drying or freezing while out 
of the ground, and others from bad manage- 
ment or neglect on the part of the planters. 
The following hints are designed to guard 
against the most common errors in planting 
aud managing fruit trees: 

On receiving a lot of trees, if you have to 
carry them a distance, wrap the reots secure- 
ly with moist straw, or other material, to pre- 
vent drying, and immediately on reaching 
home, cover the roots with mellow earth, 
where they can remain till ready for planting 
—then take out but few at a time, so as not 
to expose the roots from drying. 

The soil for an orchard must not be wet. 
Rolling or hilly land, if nct too wet, is con 
sidered the best; but level land wil! do, if 

saturally dry, or well underdraixed, so that 
water will not stand long on the surface, nor 
about the roots of the trees. If too poor to 
produce a good crop of corn, eorich it with 
rotten manure, then plow as deep as possibie 
and harrow well before planting the trees. 

Digging the holes, in land thus prepared, is 
but a smail job, as they need not be much, if 
any, larger than sufficient to contain the 
roots in their natural position, But if the 
soil is poor or shallow, it is better to dig out 
a few inches more of the bottom soil, and fill 
it with surface earth, before setting the trees. 

To prepare the tree for planting, cut off 
any decayed or broken parts of roots; then 
reduce the top, to correspond with the loss of 
roots,—cutting off surplus branches, and re- 
ducing those at the head one-half or twe- 
thirds their length, leaving only three or four 
buds on each last year’s shoot. Tais will 
cause @ more healthy and vigorous growth 
the first season—and its omission is a common 
cause of the failare or sickly growth of new- 
ly-planted trees. 

In setting, let one person hold the treo in 
its position, while another filis in with mellow 
earth, presting it firmly among the roots with 
the hand, taking care to leave no cavities une 
derneath; and when the roots are all covered, 
pressing the whole down firmly with the foot, 
observing that the proper depth is for the 
roots to be an inch deeper, when planted, than 
in the nursery. 

The time for planting, is in the Fall when 
the leaves fall from the forest—say from the 
20th of October to the 20th of November, in 
Ohio. Trees procured in the Fall may be 
kept safely for planting in spring, by burying 
them half their length in sandy earth in a slo- 
ping position, where no water is liable to 
stand; and for peach or cherry trees, a slight 
covering of brush, or forest leaves, over the 
tops, will be of service, in case the winter 
should prove severe. Small bushes, like cur- 
rants, gooseberries, raspberries, grapes, etc., 
may be buried entirely in earth, if taken up in 
the fall, and not planted before spriag. 

Trees planted in the fall should have the 
earth hilled up around the stems, six inches 
or more in height, aud pressed firmly with 
the foot, to hold the trees firmly in position 
during winter, and protect the roots some- 
what from frost and excess of wet. It is also 
a protection against injury by mics. 

Pear Trees prefer a strong, loamy or clayey 
soil—-the deeper the better. If the subsoil is 
a hard pan, it should be dug out six inches 
or more below the ends of the roots, and filled 
in with surface earth, before planting the 
tree; and if the soil is poor, manure plenti- 
fully for several years after planting, but do 
hot put any manure in contact with the root: 
Just planted.

Remarks about the Fair. 

The annual exhibition which has recently 
taken place in our city is called a State Agri- 
cultural Fair. In some features it may have 
a little resemblance to what a State Fair 
should be, but, taken altogether, it is a mere 
local and individual exhibition, and is very far 
from being a correct exponent of the farming 
interests of the State. A few enterprising 
men in different sections of the country bear 
pretty much all the burden of both the work 
and the show— getting the grounds in order 
and furnishing them with articles of exhibi- 
bition. It is true, when we come to count 
them up, there is quite a list of those who 
bring out fast horses, fine cattle, fut pigs, and 
sheep, and chickens, but what are they in 
numbers compared to the multitudes who 
stay at home? or who come for the mere 
purpose of looking on and finding fault with 
others for what they bave done, or what they 
have not done? Look over the list of entries 
and awards and how many counties do we find 
represented, to say nothing of the many towns 
and neighborhoods in each county, in hun- 
dreds of which, to our certain knowledge 
there are farm products in great variety and 
of as good quality as those usually exhibited. 
If asked why they do not attend the State 
Fair, nine out of ten will probably reply: «0, 
I don’t know as it would do me any good if I 
should go.” We have heard hundreds say so. 
Immediate personal interest is the main moving 
principle. If each individual could know for 
a certainty that a round silver dollar, or even 
a ragged paper one, would drop into their 
pocket when they entered the Fair ground, 
we should see quite a different state of affairs. 
To such people there is nothing worth the 
having that cannot be counted in dollars and 
cents. It is very little they care what im- 
provements are being made unless it be to 
enable them to turn a penny to advantage, 


This spirit we know to exist among the 

farmers to a far greater degree than they 

would care to acknowledge openly, and from 

indications palpably visible at the late fair, it 

is evident that their wives and daughters are 

subjects of the same dispensation. The ex- 

hibition, good as it was, was nothing like a 

fair representation of the industry and inge- 

nuity of the women of our State. The exhib- 
itors of articles of household manufactures 
might all be numbered on the fingers with 
only once going over, and we may turn back 
to the records of years past and find, almost 
without variation, the same names with cor. 
responding premiums attached to the almost 
unvarying list of articles, year after year. In- 
deed, such fixtures have these few names be- 
come that everybody knows beforehand just 
who will get the premiums and just what for. 

Then the question arises, are these the only 
housekeepers in Michigan who produce arti- 
cles worthy of exhibition? or are they the only 
ones who have enterprise and public spirit 
enough to come out and show, for their own 
credit and for the encouragement of others, 
what they can do? It is very amusing as 
well as excessively provoking to stand in ei- 
ther of the halls appropriated to domestic 
and household manufactures, and listen to 
the remarks and criticisms of the crowds as 
they pass along. If you were to believe their 
own stories, there is scarcely one among them 
who bas not far better things of a!l kinds at 
home than are brought to the fair, and if they 
could not show something better than was to 
be seen there they would stay athome. Now 
we always feel like saying to such people, your 
word is very good, but bring along your works 
and prove them. It is very unfair to pass 
invidious or depreciating comments upon the 
works of othors without giving them a chance 
for comparison. Either these opportunities 
for State exhibitions of woman’s industry are 
worth improving, or they are not. If they 
are, let the wives and daughters of the State 
show by their works that they appreciate the 
efforts of the Society to encourage improve- 
ment and excellence in all that will add to 
the comforts and refinements of the farmer’s 
home, if not, then the Society may save their 
labor, or, if they choose to continue their ef- 
forts, and a few persevering ladies take the op- 
portunity to secure all the premiums, we 
trust that the lookers on will have the grace 
not to growl at either party. If premiums 
are offered it is quite natural that those who 
enter into competition for them on the ground 
should take them, and not that they should 
be given to those who “ have so much better 
things at home.” For our part we admire 
the steady perseverence of those few ladies 
who persist in heading the list of awards in 
their department year after year, but would 
have still higher admiration for the superior 
courage and excellence of any who could be 
bold or lucky enough to share with them the 
honors they have worn so long and well. If 





we are to have a household department at the 
Fair, let us have one that will worthily repre- 
sent the households of the State, not simply 
of two or three small neighborhoods. Can- 
not be have some variation next year from 
the old stereotyped set of blue-and-white cov- 
erlets, ancient looking enough for our grand- 
mothers to have slept under, and the billious 
looking suns and bloody-colored moons and 
stars, blazing over a white ground with an in- 
tensity quite astonishing to beholders? 

The needle and the loom, guided by ingen- 

ious fingers, ought certainly in these days to 
give ua fabrics of real beauty and utility 
combined; something fresh and pleasant to 
the eye, as well as commendable to the sense 
of comfort, which, after all, is the test of true 
beauty. We are not presuming no~ to find 
fault with anything exhibited in the Hall of 
Domestic Manufactures at our late fair, but 
only suggest that improvements might be 
made both in the quantity and quality of ar- 
ticles shown, if the interest, which now seems 
confined to a few localities, could be more 
generally felt among farmers’ wives through- 
out the State. The display was very good, 
considering how few contributors there were 
outside of the city of Detroit. There were 
a number of nicely embroidered skirts, col- 
lars, undersleeves, and so forth; and some 
white knit and netted bed spreads which re- 
flected credit on the hands that made them, 
ag also did the few rolls of rag carpeting 
sown, and the yarn, stockings, flannel, and 
other comfortable and ornamental articles on 
the long lines and tables in this department. 
It is not necessary to specify the owners or 
makers, as most of their names will appear 
with their respective awards in the printed 
list of premiums. 
In the Hall devoted to the products of the 
kitchen and dairy, the show was small in com- 
parison to that of last year, and very small 
when we consider that it was intended for a 
State exhibition. Many of the county fairs 
surpass it every year, in quantity and variety 
of manufactures. In quality there was no 
fault to be found, judging from what we had 
a chance to test. Some of the exhibitors we 
have the pleasure of knowing, and can testi- 
fy to the delicious quality of their butter, as 
well as to their excellent mental abilities. — 
These are the housewives who prove by their 
works that intellect and housekeeping are not 
incompatible, as many suppose, but that a 
woman may write a little for the public now 
and then, and still be making good bread and 
butter for her family. Would that there 
were maby more as ready and willing to han- 
dle both the pen and the ladle with such 
good effect. 

Our Floral Hall this year was a model of 
taste and beauty, though we could not but 
regret the absence of the pretty mottoes 
along the beams, and the hanging moss baskets 
brimming over with bright flowers and fruits, 
that gave it such a fairy-like appearance a year 
ago. ‘Ihe frosts were somewhat to blame 
for the lack of floral adornments. Great 
praise is due to those who contributed so 
freely of what the frosts had spared, and also 
to the taste and ingenuity of the superintend- 
ents under whose hands they were so beauti- 
fully arranged. The collection of hot-house 
plants was superior to anything of the kind 
ever before shown in the State. The rare 
and splendid plants sent by B. Hubbard, Esq., 
J. Ford, Esq., and others of this city attracte 
ed universal attention and won the admiration 
of all eyes. J. W. Krupp, also, had some 
choice plants, among which were a great va- 
riety of pansies of remarkable size and beauty. 
Mr. Krupp was in his element among the 
pansies, fuchsias, brugmansias, heliotropes, 
and all sweet and beautiful blossoms and 
vines by which he was surrounded and over- 
shadowed, He knew the name and nature 
of every plant and flower under his care, and 
seemed never weary of telling them over to 
the inquisitive crowd thronging around him. 
His politeness and good nature added much 
to the attractions of that quarter of the floral 
department. We hope the executive com- 
mittee will secure him for the same place 
another year. Other parts of this hall were 
also exquisiteiy fitted up and ornamented 
with various kinds of artistical produetions; 
paintings, photographs, fancy work, millinery 
cases, pianos, sewing machines and many oth- 
er evidences of taste and genius. It was, on 
the whole, very beautiful in every part, and 
much admired by the crowds who thronged 
it from morning till night all through the ex- 
hibition. Great praise is due to Mr. Board- 
map, the gentlemanly superiutendent of Flo- 
ral Hall, for the admirable manner in which 
everything under his care was arranged, and 
for his unceasing and polite attentions to the 
eager and sometimes impatient multitudes 
constantly throngiog in and and out. He 
was evidently the man for the place, 

The officers of the Society seem to have 
done every thing for the comfort and con- 
venience of exhibitors, and also for the safety 





of their goods, and all that is lacking to make 


the annual show what it should be, an index 
of the thrift and prosperity of the State, is 
@ more liberal, enterprising spirit pervading 
the entire farming community. We have 
looked carefully through all our country ex- 
changes of this State to see what was said of 
the several county fairs that have been held 
this fall, and find them almost without excep- 
tion filled with complaints of apathy and 
want of interest, desolate halls, empty tables 
and dissatisfied -lookers on. Doubtless those 
very ones who came to see and stayed to 
grumble, could tell you they had plenty of 
the best of everything “at home,” just as the 
growlers at the State Fair do; and then go 
off and tell what a poor show, a miserable 
affair it was, By comparirg the newspaper 
reports of the county fairs with those of the 
State fair for this year, we almost wonder 
that the latter has done as well as it has, for 
if the limbs be paralized how can the body 
move and thrive?

whose conduct gave her the greatest encour- 
agement. Nor was the example lost on her; 
so highly was she pleased with their carriage 
and demeanor that she considered the lowest 
maiden in the field far superior to herself.— 
Nor is it to be wondered at; the more we 
contemplate the character of Boaz, the more 
we admire him; and his example and author- 
ity could not fail to produce a great effect on 
his household. 

When he came to the field his very saluta- 
tior breathed kindness and piety. However 
it is easy to use pious words. They are as 
readily repeated as the cuckoo’s song, and 
oft-times they have as little meaning. We 
can soon find that, however, by observing 
whether tho practice be consistent with the 
profession. The conduct of Boaz will bear 
the test. He was a man of businers, yet he 
did not consider it beneath him to inquire 








by whispering in her presence, but with dig- 
nified courtvsy, waited till towards noon, that 
she went a little while into the house. He 
manifested the greatest politeness in speaking 
a few words to her, to make her feel more at 
home among strangers. He assured her that 
she was perfectly welcome to glean in his 
fields, and even requested her not to go to 
glean elsewhere, told her that he had given 
orders to the servants to allow her to glean 
where she pleased through the field, remind- 
ed her that she need not feel diffident about 
working in the fields, for there were other 
girls working out of doors too, invited her to 
come and dire with them, and showed her 
where she would find water to drink when she 
was thirsty. With a delicacy and magnanim- 
ity which doubled the kindness, he let her 
know, that in all this, he considered that he was 
doing nothing more than duty required, for he 
was aware of the great sacrifices she had 
made, out of kindness to his countrymen, and 
to seek the God he worshipped. In Ruth’s 
response we see politeness, good sense, and 
modesty. It is evident that she had mingled 
in good society, although reduced now to an 
humble condition. 

Her industry would not allow her to take 
the usual morning spell allowed the reapers, 
and it was rewarded, for it gave Boaz a 
chance to direct the servants to drop part of 
their handfull on purpose for her. In the 
evening she beat out her gleanings and she 
had a little better than a bushel. Witha 
joyfal heart she carried it home to her moth- 
er-in-law, and told her how she had fared.— 
She also brought what she had left at dinner 
time, which the custom of the times permite 
ted and even required her to carry with her, 
and gave it to her mother; who told her that 
Boaz in showing such kindness was acting ia 
character. It was just like him, and that he 
was arclative of theirs. Ruth continued to 
glean through barley harvest, and wheat har- 
vest, and although she was perfectly welcome 
to lodge with the maidens, whose acquaint- 
ance she would like to make, yet she came 
home every night to her mother. 

Thus far things went very well, yet Naomi? 
was somewhat disappointed. She thought 
Boaz as the nearest relative would marry 
Ruth, and so find her a home, yet five or six 
weeks had passed along, and nothing was said 
about it. Naomi cared little for herself but 
her concern for her daughter made her anx- 
ious. So she determined to remind Boaz of 
his duty. The ancient Jews were greatly in- 
clined to express their thoughts by signs.— 
Thus when Elijah went to call Elisha for a 
prophet he passed him, and, without saying a 
word, cast his mantle on Elisha’s shoulders. 
So Ezekiel packed up his household stuff, and 
carried it from one place to another. Accord- 
ingly when Boaz had thrown himself down in 
the barn floor to sleep with his clothes on, 
Ruth was directed to lie down at his feet, 
drawing a flap of his long flowing robe over 
her. Ruth had confidence in the prudence 
of Naomi, and knew that she was acquainted 
with all the customsand manners of the place, 
so she obeyed. It seems to us both strange 
and improper, nevertheless when we consider 
the dignity and piety of Boaz, and the moa- 
esty of Ruth, and remember that it ended 
well, we are not prepared to pass judgment on 
it. 

In due course of time they were married 
and had a son who was the grandfather of 
David. Naomi was more rejoiced at the 
event, than any of them, and in conjunction 
with the friends, called the child Obed, ‘a ser- 
vant. Why they gave him this name I can 
hardly tell. Had they called him Mattaniah» 
‘the gift of God,’ or Johanan ‘ the Joy of the 
Lord,’ it might have looked more like the oc- 
casion, If, however, as some theologians 
think, the conversion of Ruth prefigures the 
calling of the Gentiles, the name Obed shad- 
ows forth the faithfulness of the new testa- 
ment church in serving the Lord. Ps. 102, 
22. 

The history of Naomi exemplifies the pow- 
er of love. This was probably the only are 
gument by which she persuaded a heathen 
that Jehovah was the true God.

The head should always be allowed to work 
before the hands in every department of labor. 
There is nothing more distressing than to 
see a housekeeper pushed into the midst of 
a busy day’s work, holding down her listless 
hands and exclaiming with an air of helpless 
perplexity, “Dear, what shall I do first?” If 
there is any system whatever in her manage- 
ment, she knows just as well what is best and 
wisest to do first, as she knows how to put on 
her own appparel. If she has given the 
forethought she should to her household af- 
fairs, she will seldom be visited by perplexity 
in the midst of her work. And if the kind 
of work to which she is turning her hand be 
new to her, a few moments spent in planning 
at first, will wonderfully facilitate her opera- 
tions, The head-work once done correctly, 
for that particular thing, is always done, 

There is no point in which the brain cannot 
materially assist the hand. It is for this rea- 
son that the mistress of a house who knows 
anything sbout her household work, can do 
a stated piece of work with so much greater 
ease than the uncultured servant she employs. 
But the benefit of forethought and system, is 
not merely in its power to facilitate the move- 
ments of the household machinery. The 
mind that is used to exercise itself in this 
way, becomes habitually accustomed to take 
in all things at a single glance, and knows not 
only how to make things move smoothly ac- 
cording to an old time routine, but how todo 
the best things first, and leave the unimport- 
ant out of sight. 

True economy does not sit down, and spend 
all her hours and thoughts with tedious sew- 
ing that she cannot afford to hire, while at 
thé same time she is forced to buy the apples 
and quinces for household consumption, be- 
cause the trees in her own garden are poorer 
than her neighbors, and have become worn 
out and do not bear. Instead of this, she 
puts the sewing into other hands, if she must, 
and sets herself to work to find out what is 
the reason that the trees in her own garden 
are poorer than her neighbors; and when she 
has discovered the reason, she sees that the 
proper remedy is applied; she treats them 
according to the Scripture rule, and washes 
the scarred and eaten trunks with the proper 
preparation, as carefully as she would wash a 
sore arm, destroying the insects, and restor- 
ing it as far as possible to a sound and healthy 
state.

that the strawberry beds are trimmed and 
covered, and that the raspberry canes are cut 
and tied. She knows just how much is saved 
by promptness and how much is lost by neg- 
lect. She knows the exact value of doing 
the right thing at the right time, and amid all 
the readiness and activity mecessary to the 
carrying out of her aims, she still preserves 





the health of the household, as the true wealth,
